BRITISH DESTROYER 
SUNK BY BOMBS 
LONDON. 
July 
22.—(UP>— 
The admiralty said today that 
the destroyer Brazen had been 
sunk by Nazi airp lanes but only 
after shooting down three Ger­ 
man craft. 
The destroyer Beagle, in an­ 
other engagement, shot down a 
Junkers 87 by p omp om fire, the 
adm iralty added. 
Regarding 
the 
Brazen, 
the 
statem ent said: 
No Lives Lost 
“One (German p lane) crashed 
alongside; 
a second received a 
direct hit on the nose by a three 
inch shell, and a third received a 
direct hit abaft the p ort engine." 
"The Brazen was damaged dur­ 
ing an attack by enemy aircraft 
and subsequently sank while be­ 
ing towed to p ort," an announce­ 
ment said. "There was no loss of 
life.” 
The Brazen which belongs to 
the "Beagle" class, was the 26th 
British destroyer lost in the war. 
It was of 1,360 tons and carried a 
normal comp lement of 138 offi­ 
cers and men. Its torp edo tubes 
were quadrup ly mounted, the first 
in the British thus armed. 
All vessels of the “Beagle” class 
have 
exceeded 
their 
designed 
sp eed of 35 knots with ease and 
were economical to- op eFate. 
Submarine Sunk 
The admiralty also announced 
that the submarine Salmon was 
considerably overdue

sumably lost with her crew of 
40 officers and men. It was the 
11th British submarine lost.

HOLLYWOOD, July 22.— The 
time may come when movie pa­ 
trons, saying, “What shall we sec 
tonight?” will be influenced as 
much by the names of directors 
as by the stars.

value. The veteran showman has 
publicized himself until he person­ 
ifies the temperament and osten­ 
tation and almightiness of Holly­ 
wood itself. Frank Capra’s name 
is attractive to fewer but more 
discerning millions who are begin­ 
ning to think of it as a standard 
of dramatic integrity. John Ford 
has staunch fans. 
So do Ernest 
Lubitsch, Leo McCary and a few 
others who have become practic­ 
ally independent. 
The movies have scores of hack 
directors who at best are capable 
of transcribing a detailed script 
to celluloid without contributing 
anything to it. 
Then there’s a 
large group of directors, many 
of them busy and well paid, who 
have everything needed for top- 
notch success except the courage 
to fight and maybe get fired for 
their artistic convictions. 
Garson Kanin 
brought

wood to its feet with “ A Man to 
Remember” and “The Great Man 
Votes,” a couple of 
B ’s 
which

An artist must be free.

WHAT DOES “ VALUE OF GOLD” PLANK MEAN?

On e sen ten ce In the otherwise ex 
cellen t mon ey plan k in the Republi­ 
can platform is evid en tly the work 
of laymen an d will require in ter­

an ythin g c o n ­ 
crete. The sen ­ 
te n c e re a d s : 
“We shall . . . 
take all possi­ 
b le s te p s to 
p re s e rv e th e 
v a l ue of th e 
g o v e rn m e n t’s 
hug e hold in gs 
of gold . . . 
As I h av e 
poin ted out in 
a preced in g ar- 
, 
ticle, the word s 
"value of gold ” can have an y on e 
of three d istin ct mean in gs. It is 
worthwhile to review these in ord er 
that the n ature of the “value of 
gold ’’ sen ten ce in the Republican 
mon ey plan k may be un d erstood . 
Apparen tly this vague word in g was 
a layman ’s attem pt to recogn ize the 
popular but un ten able n otion that 
Hitler may d o somethin g to impair 
“the value” of our gold supply. While 
the sen ten ce is harmless an d perhaps 
soun d s as though it had some virtue, 
it merely reveals that its authors 
could n ot have realized what they 
were sayin g. An ex amin ation of the 
three mean in gs of the value of gold 
will make this d ear. 
1. The value of gold may refer to 
the n uw ier of gold d ollars in to 
which an oun ce of gold is coin ed . 
We coin an oun ce of fin e gold in to 
$35. This is a matter of Con gres­ 
sion al authority, although this au­ 
thority has, within limits, been d ele­ 
gated tem porarily to the Presid en t 
who can red uce the size of our gold 
d ollar—that is, raise the d ollar price 
of gold —still further. 
What could the platform sen ten ce 
mean here? If the Presid en t should 
d evalue further an d mark up the 
d ollar value of our gold stock, that 
would n ot on ly preserve but in ­ 
crease the value of the govern men t's 
hold in gs of gold . Used in this sen se, 
the platform sen ten ce could on ly 
mean that Con gress an d the Presi­ 
d en t rhould n ot lower the d ollar 
price of gold . Its d rafters probably 
had n o such thought in min d .. 


2. The value of gold may refer to 
its value in term s of other curren cy 
—for ex ample, in terms of our in ­ 
con vertible paper mon ey. If, for an y 
reason , our paper mon ey should d e­ 
preciate in terms of gold , as, for in ­ 
stan ce, it probably would if un se­ 
cured green -backs were issued , tho 
paper d ollar value of our gold stock 
would n ot on ly be preserved but 
would rise. 
What could the platform sen ten ce 
mean here? It was un d oubted ly n ot 
in ten d ed to refer to an y such case 
as this. 
3. The value of gold may refer to 
its value in terms of the prices of 
the commod ities which comprise our 
price level. In this sen se the value 
of our gold would be preserved if 
the price level d id n ot rise; an d its 
value would be in creased if the price 
level fell. 
On e may safely assume that the 
authors of that sen ten ce were n ot 
ad vocatin g a stead y or fallin g price 
level. 
Sin ce the sen ten ce is out of har­ 
mon y with these three mean in gs of 
the value of gold , on e can on ly 
guess at what its authors supposed 
they were sayin g. This is a fin e il­ 
lustration of what sometimes hap­ 
pen s when laymen attempt to write 
in a techn ical field on the supposi­ 
tion that the m atter in volved is n ot 
techn ical 
because common 
word s 
are used , an d that an yon e can un ­ 
d erstan d the mon ey question . 
It seems highly probable that the 
authors of that sen ten ce supposed 
that they would try to preserve “the 
value” of our gold stock again st 
Hitler, sin ce this is a thought that 
is creepin g 
in to our n ewspapers 
these d ays. Just how a barter sys­ 
tem in trod uced by Hitler could im­ 
pair the “value” of our gold s to c k- 
usin g value in an y of the three 
sen ses—has n ever, so far as I have 
seen , been ex plain ed . Man y wild as­ 
sumption s have been ad van ced ; an d 
in each case it has been clear that 
their authors had n o comprehen sion 
of the fallacies in volved . 
All that the platform sen ten ce 
should mean Is that the Republican s, 
if elected , will main tain the gold 
d ollar price of gold at $35 per fine 
oun ce. It is a kn own fact that such 
a specific an d clear sen ten ce was re­ 
moved from the origin al d raft of 
the mon ey plan k an d the p re s e t 
mean in gless one substituted 
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
